Tribunal Rules 
in Favor of 
Workers 


By LEON HATCH 


LITTLE ROCK I/T) The 
Arkan- 


sas Supreme Court today held that 
55 employes of Litlle Rock Furni- 
ture Manufacturing 
Co., 
who 


were not returned to work after 
a strike was called off in Novem- 
ber 1053, were entitled to unem- 
ployment compensation. 


In its unanimous opinion, 
the 


court emphasized that the cnsu 
was settled under the law as at 
existed in 1053. A 1955 legislative 
act sought to bar claimants 
who 


are unemployed as a result 
of 


labor disputes in which they 
are 
involved. 


The Supreme Court also pointed 


out that no claim was made for 
benefits during the lime the work- 
ers were on strike but only for 
the time of unemployment which 
began alter they sought lo return 
to work but found their jobs al- 
ready filled. 


The Little Rock firm had 
re- 


sisted payment of the 
benefits, 


contending the strikers were sub- 
ject, to a statutory period of dis- 
qualification applying to 
workers 


who left jobs voluntarily,
